EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 82-23 

TO ESTABLISH THE RETIRED SENIOR 
VOLUNTEER PROGRAM (RSVP) WITHIN 
THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 
AND SOCIAL SERVICES. 

WHEREAS, the Retired Senior Volunteer Program was first 

established by Title IV of the Older Americans act of 1965; and 

WHEREAS, the Retired Senior Volunteer Program was first 

implemented within Guam in October, 1976 through a federal grant; 

and 

WHEREAS, the Federal Agency which administers the program, 

Action, recognizes that the Retired Volunteer Services Program in 

Guam is needed, has developed a constituency, and is an intergral 

part of an overall strategy in dealing with the needs of the elderly 

of Guam; and 

WHEREAS, Action has recommended that the program be moved to 

the Division of Senior Citizens, Department of Public Health and 

Social Services; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, PAUL M. CALVO, Governor of Guam, by virtue 

of the authority vested in me by the Organic Act of Guam, as amended, 

do hereby establish the Retired Senior Volunteer Program within the 

Division of Senior Citizens, Department of Public Health and Social 

Services. All relevant documents, record�, equipment, and personnel 

shall be transferred to the Department of Public Health and Social 

Services.
